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Ruby To Receive 
Sanity Hearing

DALLAS, Tex. AP — Jack 
Ruby, sentenced to die in the 
electric chair for the slaying 
of Lee Harvey Oswald, will get 
the sanity hearing Monday his 
lawyers have been seeking for 
almost two years. 
But in an apparent about* 
face, the attorneys now say they 
are opposed to the hearing be­ 
cause 
it 
would jeopardize 
Ruby's constitutional rights if 
they have to call witnesses who 
might testify at the new murder 
trial they are seeking. 
They say they will appear in 
court Monday morning as di* 
rected by State Dist. Judge 
Louis T. Holland but that they 
will not call Ruby to the stand 
and they will present no wit­ 
nesses and no evidence to sup­ 
port their earlier claims that 
Ruby is insane. 
HbLland turned down defense 
motions Friday which 
would 
have forestalled the hearing 
and would have returned the 
case to the Texas court of 
criminal 
appeals, 
which 
ordered the sanity hearing be* 
fore it would consider the ap* 
peal of Ruby's conviction. 
Ruby, 55, a former night club 
operator, did not appear at the 
pre • trial hearing Friday. He 
has been in jail since the fatal 


shooting, of Oswald, named by 
the Warren Commission as the 
assassin of president John F. 
Kennedy, in November 1963. 
If a jury finds Ruby sane, the 
appeals court then would con­ 
sider defense arguments that 
his murder trial contained re­ 
versible errors and that the 
conviction 
should be 
set 
aisde. If found insane, he would 
be sent to a mental hospital. 
While the defense contended it 
could not be ready for the 
sanity hearing Monday, the state 
announced that it opposed any 
delays. 


The pre - trial hearing was 
complicated Friday by the ap­ 
pearance of two sets of attor­ 
neys, both seeking to represent 
Ruby at the sanity trial. 
Phil Burleson of Dallas, cur* 
rently 
representing 
Ruby 
headed one group. Joe Tonahill 
of Jasper, one of a series of 
lawyers fired by the former 
night 
club operator, said he 
was in court by direction of the 
court of criminal appeals, high­ 
est Texas court for crlmtoal 
cases. 
Holland said he would recog* 
nize both Burleson and Tona­ 
hill, along with all other 
de* 
fense attorneys, as Ruby's coun* 
cel at the sanity trial.

counties have been allocated a 
total of $1,248,005.01 from gas­ 
oline taxes in the four year 
period since passage of Mis­ 
souri’s road and street program 
March 6, 1962, according to the 
Missouri Oil Council. 
The 
Constitutional 
Amend­ 
ment authorizing the collection 
of a state levy of five cents on 
each gallon of gasoline sold has 
produced $374,526,220.72 
for 
the state of Missouri in four 
years, with an estimated $300 
million collected on the federal 
tax of four cents per gallon. 
According to the Constitutional 
Amendment, all state gasoline 
taxes were earmarked for road 
purposes only. Eighty per cent 
of the receipts go to the State 
Highway Department, 15 per 
cent to incorporated cities with 
more than 200 population, and 
five per cent to the 114 coun­ 
ties. 
Many of the cities and coun­ 
ties have not yet put all of the 
allocated funds, which are plac­ 
ed in special accounts for their 
use, to work. In the eight coun­ 
ty Southeast Missouri area, for 
example, only $916,100.74 had 
been expended as of May 1, 
leaving more than $300,000 in 
reserve. 
Allocation from the five cent 
state tax collected in March to­ 
taled $31,846,.50 for the eight- 
county area, including Butler, 
Cape Girardeau, Dunklin, Mis­ 
sissippi, New Madrid, Pemis­ 


cot, Scott and Stoddard Coun­ 
ties.

FLAG DAY, JUNE 14 
June 14, 1777 was just another day in a. dreary 
series for the fledgling United States. The war 
did not go well — in fact, the British were about 
to invade the colonies from Canada by way of 
Lake Champlain. The war had seen few vic­ 
tories for the Rebels — among them Trenton 
and Princeton -- and those had done little to 
stem the tide. They had only shown that the 
conflict would be bloody if the Americans could 
hold out for any time at all. 
In Philadelphia, the routine was reflected in 
the actions of Congress. There were debts to be 
paid, and there were other small m atters that 
needed attention. 
The Congress appropriated money for several 
militia companies, then authorized the Marine 
Committee to do something with colonial ships 
on the Delaware in the event the British appeared 
“on said river.“ 
Then the representatives passed a one sentence 
resolution without explanation or introduction. 
It said: 
“RESOLVED: that the flag of the United States 
be made of thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white, that the union be thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a new constellation.“ 
Congress then suspended Captain John Roach, 
commander of the Ranger, because he was “of 
doubtful character,“ and gave the captaincy of the 
Ranger to one John Paul Jones. With this and 
other matters decided, Congress adjourned 
the following day. 
Thus, without fanfare or celebration, the United 
States had adopted a new flag. Due to the con­ 
fusion of the war, the flag was not supplied 
American forces during the Revolution. 
In passing the resolution, Congress intended 
that the Grand Union flag not be used by its 
army. The Grand Union displayed the crosses 
of St.' Andrews and St. George and thirteen 
white and red stripes (the six whitq stripe^ 
had been imposed on the red field of the British 
Red Meteor flag). The resolution thus removed 
the stigma of the crosses which had long been 
symbolic of ties with Great Britain. 
In its resolution, Congress created doubts about 
flag design. There were no instructions as to 
the specific arrangement of the stars, or about 
the size of the stars and stripes. As a result, 
seam stresses improvised, at the sacrifice of 
uniformity. 
Many variations of the flag appeared on land and 
sea during the Revolution. None, however, was 
supplied by the government. Congress did not 
officially supply the army with the true standard 
until 1783, after the Revolution was over. 
One interesting note: John Paul Jones, who was 
given command of the Ranger the same day the 
flag resolution was passed, flew a version of the 
Stars and Stripes when his Ranger defeated the 
Drake on April 24, 1778.

* silver supplies forced a revision of the coinage 
system. These 450 million coins — now tucked 
away in private hoards — represent seven years 
of U. S. silver production.

During the full year 1966 the mint hopes to 
I strike 200 million of the 40 per cent silver 
| J. F. K. halves. Although they look, feel and 
| sound like the old coins, the debased ones can 
* be identified by the 1965 date on the face (all 
f of the 90 per cent halves are dated 1964). 
* Theoretically, the public will find itself flooded 
j, with half dollars and decide to unload some of 
f the halves now being hoarded.

SAYS GOVERNMENT 
SPENDING AFFECTS JOBS, 
PRICES 
On a dollar for dollar basis, 
government spending may have 
greater influence upon jobs and 
the price level than taxes, in the 
opinion of C. Lowell Harriss, 
Tax Foundation's 
Economic 
Consultant. 
"The 
predominant opinion 
among economists," Professor 
Harriss recently told a Con­ 
gressional 
subcommittee, 
"seems to be that spending has 
more effect per dollar; if so," 
he went on, "putting the brake 
on inflation requires 
fewer 


dollars of restraint through 
spending than through the tax­ 
ing route." 
The Columbia economics pro­ 
fessor pointed out to the Sub­ 
committee on Fiscal Policy that 
the nearer the nation's economy 
is to full employment, the less 
its "ability" to "afford" Fed­ 
eral spending. 
He noted that new spending 
programs are being advocated, 
and that the Administration sup­ 
ports expansion of others. "For 
some programs,” he said, "the 
President has recommended no 
reduction when some contrac­ 
tion might be better than tax 
rate increases."

NO APPEAL 
Much has been heard of late 
of the alleged need for new and 
sweeping federal legislation to 
protect the consumer from be­ 
ing robbed and deluded. Tms, 
apparently, is predicated on the 
belief that American women — 
who do some 75 per cent of all 
consumer buying — are some­ 
what on the nitwitted side and 
can be taken in with the greatest 
of ease.

Mr. Blough, 
it is clear, in his role of fam­ 
ily man, has watched women 
at their shopping with a keen 
and fascinated eye. He has been 
impressed by the skill 
and 
knowledge with which they com­ 
pare articles and,

process of elimination, at last 
fasten upon those which 
best 
meet their wants and offer the 
most 
for the money. 
In his 
words, this shopper ".. . . is 
nobody's fool; and the power she 
exerts upon American business 
is awesome indeed." For the 
producer and seller of inferior 
or overpriced or otherwise un­ 
desirable wares soon find them­ 
selves without customers. 
Mr. Blough goes on; "So in a 
free market, the consumers de­ 
cide 
what shall be produced, 
how much it is worth, 
what 
quantities 
are needed, 
and 
what businesses 
shall grow 
or shrink, succeed or fail. With 
every purchase they make, they 
cast a vote, and there is no ap­ 
peal 
from their collective de­ 
cision." 
The point is that the consumer 
is a policeman of the highest 
competence — or, more ac­ 
curately a policewoman. 
The 
last thing she needs is an army 
of bureaucratic cops to tell her 
what she can and cannot buy.

The long-awaited national sur­ 
vey report of the Federal Pow­ 
er Commission, which is de­ 
signed to set out guidelines for

sumer can be certain that the 
rates will be every bit as low 
as the cost of providing service 
allows.

cord in this respect is outstand­ 
ing, 
Over the last 
30 years, 
the cost of living has more than 
doubled -- yet in that time the 
price of electricity, 
on the 
average, has been reduced more 
than half.

Had Kennedy put the Bay of 
Pigs decision up to his cabinet 
Instead of keeping them com­ 
pletely in the dark about this 
vital decision, it's likely they 
would have dissuaded him from 
making one of the greatest mis­ 
takes of his career. 
Prior to Kennedy, Eisenhower 
held 
deliberate, reasonably 
thorough 
cabinet meetings— 
though they began to deteriorate 
because of illness and his pro­ 
tracted absences. 
Under 
both 
Truman and 
Roosevelt, 
cabinet meetings 
could be warm verbal slugging 
matches with a healthy give- 
and-take which resulted in more 
careful decisions. 
Under Lyndon Johnson, how­ 
ever, cabinet meetings, when 
held, include 
various fringe 
officials not actually members 
of the cabinet. The President 
goes round the table asking each 
official present to give a re­ 
port. But there is no general 
discussion of such vital ques­ 
tions as the war in Viet Nam. 
War decisions are made at

retary of Defense McNamara. 
The rest of the cabinet are not 
consulted. 
GETTING MCNAMARA'S GOAT 
Goats will be included in the 
new 
senate 
bill protecting 
loborotnry animals from in­ 


humane treatment, it was de­ 
cided at a closed • door ses­ 
sion of the Senate Commerce 
Committee. 
Not many goats are used in 
hospitals, but the army uses 
goats at the Aberdeen proving 
grounds in Maryland to test out 
the effectiveness of artillery 
shells. Goats are tethered on 
the firing range, and tests are 
made to see how close the shells 
must explode to a goat to kill 
it and what the force of the 
explosion must be. 
“The use of goats at Aber­ 
deen is classified," observed 
Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., refer­ 
ring to the feet that the army 
does not want humane societies 
on its neck regarding the killing 
or wounding of goats. 
"I have seen the goats my­ 
self at Aberdeen," remarked 
Sen. Thruston Morton, R-Ky. 
Whether classified or 
not, 
the senate commerce members 
decided to include goats in their 
bill requiring that 
animals, 
before used in laboratory tests, 
must be treated humanely and 
not penned up for months at a 
time in dirty cages. 
Let's put it in the bill and 
get McNamara's goat, was the 
general consensus of the com­ 
merce committee. 
The committee argued brief­ 
ly over whether to permit peo­ 
ple to inspect animals in hos­ 
pital laboratories in order to 
retrieve lost dogs. 
Sen. Maurine Neuberger, D- 
Ore., whose femily has suf­ 
fered from cancer and who feels 
keenly the Importance of medi­ 
cal experimentation with ani­ 
mals, protested that labora­ 
tories should not be bothered 
with children parading through 
their kennels looking for lost 
dogs. She said they might con­ 
clude that the laboratory quart­ 
ers were dirty and cause un­ 
warranted trouble. 
“If someone finds a kennel 


is dirty, it might be a good 
thing to have it reported and 
clean it up,” suggested chair­ 
man 
Warren 
Magnuson, 
D-Wash. 
It was finally decided that 
hospital and laboratory ken­ 
nels could be open only to those 
who had legitimately lost dogs; 
not to the curious. 
Note — Senators on the com­ 
merce committee have been de­ 
luged with more mail regard­ 
ing the humane treatment of 
animals than received on auto­ 
mobile safety or on truth-in- 
packaging. 


AUTO SAFETY 
It looks as if the 
Senate 
Commerce 
Committee would 
report out a tough automobile 
safety bill next Tuesday. 
Senators 
spent 
some time 
arguing behind closed doors last 
week regarding the question of 
how much time should be per­ 
mitted the automobile manu­ 
facturers to perfect and apply 
safety standards in their new 
cars. 
While it was recognized that 
a reasonable period should be 
given Detroit to comply with 
the law, Sen. Norris Cotton, 
R-NJH., raised the question of 
how many lives might be lost 
while the nation was waiting 
for the automobile manufac­ 
turers to put across new cars 
with collision • proof bodies 
and other safeguards. 
Chairman Magnuson finally 
proposed that the law go into 
effect 
"immediately" 
in 
regard to 17 safety standards 
already 
adopted by the Gen­ 
eral Services Administration in 
purchasing cars for the gov­ 
ernment. 
These are feirly simple stan­ 
dards which can be complied 
with easily. The committee pro­ 
posed that a year be given to 
comply with more fer-reaching 
safety standards. 


Labor Leader Warns Whole 
Cities May Stand Still. 
Washington, D. Cu — For 
many a new unionist — most of 
them in their twenties or early 
thirties « 
there is nothing 
sacred but the sweet incense 
of affluence. 
As they see it, there are no 
vital services that must 
be 
constantly maintained for the 
public — not hospitals, 
not 
firefighting, nor public nursing, 
nor operation of gas and elec­ 
tric utilities. 
The Atlanta (Ga.) firefight­ 
ers 
strike 
is a startling 
sample of the new unionism. 
The firemen there called 
it 
it a mass resignation - but call 
it what you will, it is sympto­ 
matic of a militant mood which 
equates the operation of a hos­ 
pital 
or 
subway 
system 
witn that oi a steel plant or 
lumber mill. 
Since the new 
mood does 
not recognize any public ser­ 
vice 
as essential, many gov­ 
ernors now are seeking 
the 
perfect labor law — one which 
would prevent 
strikes by pub­ 
lic employes, but which would 
not politically antagonize their 
unions. 
Obviously it simply is not 
enough 
to write 
no - strike 
pledges into the union agree­ 
ments. 
And just as obviously, state 
and local officials who regularly 
must fece the electorate think 
not of what they can do for the 
public, but of what the organized 
pressure groups can do to them 
on Election Day. Otherwise, as 
he 
has 
suggested by many 
erudite 
l a b o r 
relations 
theorists, there are several 
simple solutions. 
One is the traditional federal 
government policy -• and law- 
with which the public 
is not 
familiar. 
Federal employes must sign 
an affidavit not to strike nor 
to join unions which do not 
reject 
the right 
to strike 
against 
the government. The 
punishment 
for violation of 
this oath — or at least so says 
the law - can be a year and a 
day in prison. The breaking of 
this 
law is a criminal, not 
civil, act, and the full sentence 
deprives the offender of his 
civil rights. 
This 
is harsh. But much 
harsher is the impact on whole 
cities where the public utility 
and essential 
service work­ 
ers have struck. 
Many an expert believes that 
the solution for city and state 
government lies in new laws 
which punish the unions and the 
union officials - and not the 


rank and file - for calling illegal 
strikes or 
shutting down vital 
services. 
Not too long ago one of the 
leaders of the strangling New 
York City transit strike was 
asked privately if there would 
have been a subway and bus stop­ 
page if the courts could have 
fined the labor leaders per­ 
sonally and the union headquart­ 
ers treasury as well. The reply 
was a quick "no!" 


Such a law would be equitable. 
New Yorkers lost hundreds of 
millions of dollars during the 
transit paralysis. And mature 
unions, such as Bill Buck's 
AFL-CIO International Assn. of 
Fire Fighters, not affiliated 
with the independent Atlanta 
union, condemn strikes 
and 
have told me they would never 
leave a city unprotected. 
One national union president, 
crackingly up «to -the-minute 
aware of the Dorian Graying of 
labor's portrait in many parts 
of the land, told this newsman 
the other day during a discus­ 
sion of the Atlanta fire fight­ 
ers' "operation resignation": 
"Our labor movement, sooner 
or later, will have to fece this 
'nothing sacred' development 
head - on or this nation will 
become another chaotic France 
of Italy. Power will be cut off 
a day or two; all trains will stop 
across the 
nation; 
national 
transit of all sorts will 
be 
immobilized in hit- and • run 
strikes. 


"Whole cities may simply 
stand still. Just look at the 24- 
hour or 48-hour stoppage techni­ 
ques being used over there.” 
This labor man - perhaps 
"statesman” would be a better 
word -• is not "soft." He thinks 
much of his movement's image. 
He sees the public's becoming 
disgusted and then loudly de­ 
manding truly crippling labor 
news. 
He places the blame on "the 
politicians" the mayors 
and 
governors who go along, not nec­ 
essarily with the national labor 
movement, but with the 
in­ 
dividual 
pressure 
groups 
whipped up by local unions. 
The "politicos", 
said he, 
cater to 
the locals in fear 
of losing votes. If these authori­ 
ties would stand their ground, 
they'd find 
themselves get­ 
ting the cooperation of most 
national labor leaders.

stand,” said he "or the mili­ 
tants will drive off us moderates. 
Then, one 
morning,

Freeman, senior staff member 
of the Hoover Institution 
at 
Stanford 
University. 
Since * 
World War n, the proportion 
of all government spending on 
defense, foreign aid and space 
exploration has fallen steadily 
--from 82 per cent in 1944 to 
30 per cent in 1964. Yet taxes 
have remained high to pay for 
expanded domestic programs. 
"The need for ‘free' public 
services 
is like greyhounds 
chasing a mechanical hare,” 
says Freeman. "There is no 
chance of catching up -- ever. 
Demand will always be far ahead 
of supply because 
so-called 
standards will be pushed up as 


soon 
as performance ap­ 
proaches old standards. .There 
is 
no limit to human wants 
and desires.” 
It makes a difference, how­ 
ever, in how we satisfy those 
desires. 
Our appetite 
for 
private 
goods 
is disciplined by hav­ 
ing 
to pay for them. But 
since 
most government ser­ 
vices 
are not paid 
for di­ 
rectly, "they seem to come 
‘for free,' with the cost borne 
by someone else or by that 
distant 
abstraction, the gov­ 
ernment." 
The result has been that pub­ 
lic 
spending 
for 
civilian 
purposes has risen nearly three 
times as fast as personal spend­ 
ing in the past decade — 173 
per cent as against 
66 per 
cent. 
The abolition of poverty is a 
noble idea, but not a new one, 
says Freeman. "The Ameri­ 
can people have long been en­ 
gaged in the most effective 
antipoverty program the world 
has ever seen. 
They 
have 
changed the historical distri­ 
bution of income from a pyra­ 
mid to the shape or a pear or 
diamond." 
The history lesson for today 
would seem to be that our pres­ 
ent national concern — and it 
is a worthy concern -- for 
the Impoverished population on 
the bottom of the diamond should 
not lead us to forget how the 
great bulge of affluence in the 
middle of the diamond came 
into being. * * *

An Editor’ s Outlook

THE UNEASY "PEACE" 
THE way I have it figured out 
on the back of an envelope, on 
June 3, a week ago Friday, an 
interesting date in modern his­ 
tory passed completely 
un­ 
noticed. 
Between 
November 11,1918 
which 
marked the armistice 
ending World War I, 
and 
September 1, 1939, 
when Hit­ 
ler 
declared war on Poland, 
a total of 7,598 days elapsed. 
And between August 14, 1945, 
when the Japs unofficially threw 
in the towel, and June 3 just 
passed, there was another per­ 
iod of 7,598 days. 
I deny that I carry the dimen­ 
sions of the Pyramid of Cheops 
around in my wallet, and I have 
no faith whatsoever in numero­ 
logy. But it is interesting to 
compare the equal periods of 
"peace" 
after the two great 
wars. 
BOTH calms were, of course, 
broken by storms of varying 
degrees of violence. 
For the first 13 years after 
the Kaiser's fold-up the world 
was, indeed, relatively calm. 
There was 
a little 
Greek- 
Turkish trouble and a perpetual 
civil war in China, but mil­ 
lions still fondly imagined that 
the Washington Naval Treaty, 
the Kellogg-Briand pact and 
the League 
of Nations 
had 
eliminated 
for all time 
the 
threat of another holocaust. 
But after 1931 the wallpaper 
began peeling off. In that year, 
the Japs invaded Manchuria. In 
'33 Hitler became chancellor 
and the 
next year 
he en­ 
gineered the assassination of 
Dolfuss, his counterpart 
in 
Austria. 
In '35 
the League 
of Nations collapsed, for all 
practical 
purposes, when 
it 
couldn't bring itself to block 
Mussolini's 
takeover 
of 
Ethiopia. From then on, every­ 
body felt the rising wind. 
STILL, in the years between 
1918 and 1939, the map of the 
world had changed little. The 
old imperial powers -- Brit­ 
ain, France, the Netherlands - 
had held on to their real estate 
abroad. The Soviet Union had 
passed into ruthless one-man 
rule, but the forces of 
that 
tyranny were turned inward, 
not outward. 
What had basically changed, 
however, was the relative con­ 
dition of Britain and France 
compared to Germany and Ja­ 
pan. While the first two, pale 
from bloodletting, were deter­ 
mined to have peace at almost 
any price, and while the French, 
who physically confronted the 
Germans, were 
wracked by 
political 
chaos and cynicism, 


Hitler succeeded in inflaming a 
whole new German generation 
with dreams of triumph and re­ 
venge. 
The Japs, unhurt in the 1914- 
18 war, saw in the waning Brit­ 
ish power, particularly 
after 
Dunkirk, 
a chance to 
whip 
together a 
new empire be­ 
fore the inevitable opposition 
of the USA could be marshalled. 
WHAT has happened in the last 
7,600 days? We had no period 
of relative calm. Stalin moved 
swiftly to isolate Berlin and 
impose 
Communism by Soviet 
military power on eight Euro­ 
pean nations. 
Only the Mar­ 
shall Plan and the quick forma­ 
tion of the NATO alliance dis­ 
appointed his hope for a Red 
take-over of all Europe. Mao 
threw out Chiang and fomented 
the Korean War. The drive to 
topple all Latin American gov­ 
ernments from a Cuban base 
continues. 
But the 
great fact has been 
the collapse of the European 
empires. 
The breakup began 
in 1947 
with the departure of 
India and Pakistan, followed 
two years later by Indonesia's 
split from the Netherlands. The 
process is now all but complete. 
Since World War n more na­ 
tions 
have been born 
than 
originally signed 
the United 
Nations charter. Many of these 
are 
desperately poor tribal 
states with sketchy traditions 
and little knowledge. 
The old 
imposed disciplines are gone, 
and native governments 
must 
be harsh or unstable. It is an 
age of revolution. 
WHETHER, if there had not 
been the apparently ideologi­ 
cal, but more probably geo­ 
political, split between Mos­ 
cow and Peking, the world would 
have seen by now an open ag­ 
gression by Communist forces 
in the Hitler manner is ques­ 
tionable. 
The hydrogen bomb 
is a sobering thing. 
But the attack has certainly 
been more subtle — the fir­ 
ing 
of flaming arrows at 
thatched huts all over 
the 
world to make 
Uncle Sam's 
volunteer 
fire 
department 
run itself to a frazzle. 
Yet, 
internally, things have 
not gone well for the Commun­ 
ists in any country they con­ 
trol. Hie time of alibis for a 
faulty ideology 
doesn't run 
forever, and the old-line Com­ 
munist leadership is torn be­ 
tween the necessity for funda­ 
mental changes or 
dramatic 
victories abroad. 
A Communist theoretician dies 
hard. 
So 
the 
wind is vising once 
again.

Babysitting 
is one of the 
favorite occupations of most 
teenagers today. 
Have you 
ever stopf^ed to think how im­ 
portant a babysitter is? Or do 
you realize how much respon­ 
sibility you take on when you 
agree to babysit? 
Babysitting is a serious job. 
It is one which carries a lot 
of responsibility, but I think 
vou will find that it is one from 
which \ou will receive a great 
deal of pleasure and enjoy­ 
ment as well as plain old fun. 
Babysitting is a job to 
be 
taken seriously, to be learned 
and practiced and improved on. 
The sitter takes on the respon­ 
sibility for the care and safety 
*of the children for which she is1 
sitting. She has accepted 
the 
job to watch over her charges, 
entertain them, and see to their 
needs and wants. 
Let’s 
look at some of 
the 
characteristics 0? a good baby­ 
sitter. First of all the sitter- 
should like and understand chil­ 
dren. A child is very alert and 
can recognize affection almost 
immediately. Understanding is 
something that comes with ex­ 
perience 
and training. But a 
teen interested in sitting should

some understanding of 
children, their wants, needs and 
habits.

WATCH FOR BESTS ON ORNA­ 
MENTAL SHRUBS AND SHADE 
TREES 
Now is the season for insect 
pests to do great damage to 
shade trees and shrubs in your 
lawns or gardens. 
The pests described here and 
control measures are things you 
can do with a simple hand spray­ 
er.

ELM LEAF BEETLE - Elm 
leaf 
beetle 
eggs are 
now 
hatching. 
Reports from 
the 
southwestern and northwestern 
part of the state Indicate that 
the 
adult l>eetles are actively 
laying eggs on elm leaves and 
some eggs are hatching. Con­ 
trol measures should be taken 
while the larva are small us­ 
ing any of the following chemi­ 
cals in one gallon of spray: 
carbaryl, 2 tablespoons of 50/ 
or 80/ wettable powder; 
or 
DDT, 
2 tablespoons 50% wet- 
table powder or 
4 teaspoons 
25/ emulsifiable concentrate; 
or diaz.inon, 1 teaspoon AG500 


emulsifiable concentrate, or 2 
teaspoons 
50% wettable con­ 
centrate 
or lead arsentate, 2 
tablespoons; or toxaphene 
2 
tablespoons of 60-65% em ulsi­ 
fiable concentrate. • 
BAGWORMS - These critters 
are on the move! Some hatch 
has occurred In the central part 
of the state. If your evergreens, 
shade 
trees or shrubs were 
damaged by this pest last season 
be sure and check them care­ 
fully for the presence of the 
small larvae within a 
silken 
case. If you think you see part 
of the plant MOVE check 
it 
thoroughly, it is probably the 
larval case of the bagworm with 
attached pieces of the plant. 
Continue to check for this pest 
until at least July 1. They are 
rather easily controlled while 
sm all, but control l)ecomesdif­ 
ficult 
when they are large. 


For control use any one of the 
chemicals carbaryl, diazinonor 
toxaphene as listed above and 
at the same rate or use Zec- 
tran at rate of 2 teaspoons 22% 
Zectran emulsifiable concen­ 
trate per gallon of water.

During the last two weeks we 
have received numerous re ­ 
quests from farm ers who are 
concerned about Nitrogen ap­ 
plied preplant for early corn. 
Their questions 
concern 
the 
amount of Nitrogen lost due 
to 
recent 
heavy rains. 
Un­ 
fortunately 
these questions 
cannot lie answered with 100% 
accuracy 
because it is 
ex­ 
trem ely difficult to tell how 
much plant 
food Is left within 
the root zone of the plants. 
We must rely on past 
ex­ 
perience, the looks of the crop 
and research conducted where 
extremely 
heavy irrigations 
were applied trying to deter­ 
mine how much excess!/? mois­ 
ture will reduce the available 
Nitrogen. 
A 
combination 
of 
these 
results indicate that on 
most soils the Nitrogen 
loss 
has l>een heavy. Tissue tests 
conducted 
to determine 
the 
Nitrate level in the growing 
plant also indicates 
that e a r­ 
ly 
corn plants 
are picking 
up very little Nitrogen. All 
of these factors 
would seem 
to indicate the importance of 
applying additional Nitrogen for 
corn if you expect 
the best 
yield possible. 
If the decision is made 
to 
apply additional Nitrogen, this 
should be done 
as soon 
as 
possible. 
After corn reaches 
the point 
where serious 
de­ 
ficiency show up on 
the plant 
it may be too late to 
get r e ­ 
sponse. On most soils where 
this condition exists Univer­ 
sity of Missouri Soils Spec­ 
ialists 
recommend 
the ap­ 
plication of an additional 75 to 
100 pounds of actual Nitrogen.

SUPPORT RATES 
ANNOUNCED” 
Terminal 
and 
county price 
support loan and purchase rates 
for 1966-crop barley were an­ 
nounced by USDA, according to 
Roy Proctor, Jr., Chairman, 
Scott County Agricultural Sta­ 
bilization 
and 
Conservation 
Committee. 
On November 19, 1965, it was 
announced average total sup­ 
port price for 1966-crop barley 
grading No 
2 or better, ex­ 
cept mixed barley, would be 
$1 per bushel, an increase of 
4 cents over the level for 1965- 
crop barley. The 1966 total sup­ 
per 
bushel through 
non-re­ 
course warehouse and farm - 
storage loans and through pur­ 
chases However, price support 
payments are limited to up to 
30 percent of feed grain base. 
Discounts are unchanged from 
those in effect for 1965. 
The national average loan rate 
for eligible barley produced on 
farm s with malting barley ex­ 
emption undprthe 1966 program 
is 80 cents per bushel. If m alt­ 
ing barley delivered to CCC, 
an additional 12.5 cents 
per 
bushel will be added to the ap­ 
plicable terminal or county loan 


rate. Bariev grown under malt­ 
ing barley option is not eligible 
for price support payments. 
For all terminals and most 
counties, loan rates for 1936 
crop barley production will be 
the same as in 1965. In 18

PREPARE GRAIN BINS FOR 
SMALL GRAIN STORAGE 
As I have travelled around 
over Stoddard County recent­ 
ly, I have noticed that wheat 
is turning pretty rapidly, so 
small 
grain 
harvest 
is al­ 
most here. Grain bins in which 
small grain is to 
be stored 
should be prepared for 
the 
storage of this grain. Certain 
practices used prior to and at 
harvest time will do much to 
help keep the grain clean and 
free of insect damage. 
The first step, and a very 
important one, in the prepara­ 
tion of 
the grain bin 
is to 
thoroughly clean the bin. Old 
grain should be removed from 
the bin as new grain should 
never be stored on top of old 
grain. If new grain is stored 
with old 
grain, 
the old 
grain 
will serve as a source 
of insect infestation for 
the 
new grain. After old grain has 
been removed from the bin, all 
dirt and trash mcludingall grain 
in cracks and corners should 
be cleaned out. All grain that 
might have sifted out around 
and under the bin should also 
be cleaned up. In addition 
to 
cleaning the bin, only repairs 
should be made to make the bin 
rat, mouse, and bird proof. 
After the bin has been cleaned, 
all interior surfaces should be 
sprayed with either m< thoxy- 
chlor or malathion until wet, 
but not to the point of run-off. 
Methoxychlor is recommended 
at the rate of three • fourths 
of 25 percent emulsifinablecon­ 
centrate per gallon of water, and 
premium 
grade 
malathion 


should tie applied at the rate 
of one-third pint of 57 per­ 
cent emulsifi.iblo concentrate' 
per gallon of water. 
Small grain should be stored 
on the farm only when the mois­ 
ture content of the grain is 13 
.percent or less unless drying 
facilities are to be used, s to r­ 
ing grain with a higher moistur- 
content 
will encourage insect 
troubles. 
The use of malathion as a 
grain protectant offers 
one 
of the cheapest and most effec­ 
tive methods of insect control 
in stored grain available 
to 
date. Grain that is 
dry and 
free of insects at the time 
of storage can be protected for 
as long as one year by 
the 
proper use of malathion. For 
this treatm ent, mix one pint 
of 57 percent premium grade 
malathion emulsifiable 
con­ 
centrate in from two to 
five 
gallons of water and 
treat 
1000 bushels of grain with this 
amount. Or, you can use 
a 
one 
percent 
premium grade 
malathion dust at the rate of 
50 pounds per 1000 bushels of 
grain, but be certain that the 
dust is labelled specifically as 
a grain protectant. The protec­ 
tant should be applied either to 
the grain stream as it comes 
out of the combine or to the 
grain as it is elevated into tl 
bin.

In Common Use 


The use of D. M. A. or D. S. 
M 
A. (arsenicals) as post­ 
emergence 
sprays for weed 
control in cotton is quite com­ 
mon this year. These chemicals 
are quite effective in control- 
ing weeds which were not killed 
by 
preemergence chemicals. 
Unlike other chemicals the ar­ 
senical herbicides do not dis­ 
integrate 
and therefore their 
use must be restricted to not 
more than two applications. Al­ 
so, the use of D. M. A. or D. S. 
M. A. must be discontinued at 
bloom stage in cotton. This is 
to insure that some of the ar­ 
senic does not show up in the 
cotton seed at harvest time. 
The practice of using shallow 
cultivation in cotton is doubly 
important this year. Much of the 
cotton will only have the shallow 
feeder roots since the taproots 
were removed by seedling dis­ 
eases. The fewer feeder roots 
cut by cultivation the better cot­ 
ton yield can be expected. 
Last year 
spider mites ap­ 
peared in cotton at an early 
date (mid June). This same situ­ 
ation could occur again. Where 
spider 
mites are discovered 
early in spots around the edge 
of the field they can be elimin­ 
ated cheaply before they spread 
over the field. The material 
to use is 
Ethion 
or carbo- 
phenothlon — .375 pounds actual 
chemical per acre as a spray 
on the under side of the cotton 
leaves.

Sailboating “In 
For Hay ti Pastor

SOMETHING NEW HAS been 
added to the activities this sea­ 
son at the Triangle Boating 
Club, located on a chute that 
opens into the Mississippi River

day he tried it out in the Tri­ 
angle Boating Club chute -- 
while this w riter watched safe­ 
ly from the bank. Hawing be­ 
come accustomed to seeing only 
power boats in the chute over 
the years, it was refreshing to 
see a sailboat actually being 
sailed there.- We have seen 
other sailboats there, but they 
were being towed in transit to 
other points up or down the riv­ 
er and were pulled in at the 
boat club marine so the boats 
pulling them could gas up. 
The Rev. Unser is proud of 
his new craft which he designed 
himself, doing most of the con­ 
struction work. It is a cata­ 
maran (twin hull) type, 18 feet 
long and eight feet wide. 
F irst, he and a friend, Ron 
Touchette, constructed a mold 
for the hull design before he 
came to Hayti. This mold was 
then used to produce six fiber­ 
glass hulls, enough for three 
boats. The Rev. Unser brought 
two of them with him to Hayti, 


completing construction of the 
craft in spare time since then. 
Plywood was used for the deck­ 
ing over the hulls, which also 
was covered with fiberglass. 
The hulls contain styrafoam to 
make the boat virtually unsink- 
able. 
A 
26-foot 
aluminum alloy 
mast, hinged so that it can be 
taken down easily and stowed 
for 
land transport, carries 
some 250 square feet of dacron 
sail material — a jib and main­ 
sail. The hulls have 15-inch 
dagger boards extending into the 
water for stability, and each hull 
has a rudier, both linked to­ 
gether and controllable from 
any position in the rear of the 
boat’s cockpit. 
Two people are required to sail 
the craft, since both sails and 
the 
rudders must be manipu­ 
lated according fa the direction 
and amount of the wind and the 
direction the boat is heading. 
Who is the m inister’s first 
mate in this work? Why Mrs. 
Unser, of course, who is taking 
up sailing for the first time this 
season. In observing the try­ 
out of the boat the other after­ 
noon, it seemed to me that Mrs. 
Unser appeared to be quite busy 
handling the sails while her hus­ 
band, 
handling the rudders, 
seemed to be taking it easy. 
I mentioned this to Mr. Un­ 
ser later and he said that it 
was true — the first mate 
always had more work to do in 
sailing the boat than the helms­ 
man because he (or she) has to 
move back and forth from each 
side of the boat to work the 
sails. 
The craft will carry four per­ 
sons, hut in racing only two are 
aboard. It is so constructed that, 
if necessary, a small outboard 
motor may b^ attached to the 
transom between the two hulls, 
for use in propelling the craft 
if the wind dies, or for use 
as a safety device in the main 
channel of the river where the 
current is strong.

Lizards 
Take Over 
Cathedral

— 
While tourists flock to see the 
ancient churches of Europe, the 
first great cathedral of Chris­ 
tendom stands in ruins on a 
Syrian hilltop, inhabited only by 
lizards. Hawks wheel overhead. 
“ This was the greatest build­ 
ing In the Christian world 1,500 
years ago,” says the Syrian 
guide, clambering among the 
toppled stones of the Church of 
St. Limeon the Stylite. “ But al­ 
most nobody comes here now.” 
The massive church was built 
in the 5th century to commemo­ 
rate a fanatic monk who spen 
37 years perched atop a pillar, 
attracting pilgrims from the 
comers of the ancient world and 
influencing the affairs of the 
Roman Empire. 
After a lifetime lashed by 
howling desert winds, parched 
by the searing summer sun, an*. 
frozen by the numbing winter^ 
of north Syria, Simeon dleu 
preaching for his 66-foot-high 
column in 459 A.D. 
The stump of the column sill 
stands on the hilltop about 30 
miles from Aleppo, ringed by 
eight arches and the cathedral 
ruins which church expert Jules 
Roy calls “ a work completely 
without parallel In the whole 
history of architecture.” 
The cathedral’s sheer size and 
classic beauty of design made it 
an outstanding landmark In the 
days when much of Europe was 
primitive and pagan, but Syria 
was prospering in Christian1 
splendor. 
To the fervent believers of the 
time, the tales of Simeon's vir­ 
tues were a sensation. Pilgrims 
came from lands as remote as 
Britain and Spain to hear the 
sermons of the shepherd boy 
who 
became 
a 
monk, who 
prayed for 40 days everv veax 
bricked up In a cell without 
food or water, who burled him­ 
self to the' neck In sand for 
days at a time to mortify his 
flesh, who chained himself to a 
rock or wore % spiked girdle 


to inforce his piety. 
As the crowds of worshippers 
to his village monastery in­ 
creased, interfering with his 
devotions, Simeon moved to the 
top of a pillar to continue his 
meditations in solitude.Emaci­ 
ated, 
weather-ravaged, 
un­ 
washed, wild-eyed and half- 
blind from the sun, bowing in 
prayer more than 1,200 times a 
day, Simeon became the most 
famous holy man in the Middle 
East, the basin of Christianity. 
Pilgrims sought his advice, 
church leaders dizzily climbed 
60 feet up a ladder for his bless­ 
ing, and officials of the Roman 
E mpire consulted him on affairs 
of state. 
When he died, his body was 
lowered from the pillar's cap- 
so small that he had never been 
able to lie at full length for 37 
years - and taken to Antioch In 
a gigantic procession of church 
leaders, the head of the eastern’ 
Roman Empire, and 6,000 Ro­ 
man Legionnaries. 
Pilgrim s continued to flock to 
the pillar, however, and 17 
years after his death the church 
was built, together with monas­ 
teries and hostels to accommo­ 
date the hordes of visitors. 
The great Christian cities of 
Syria declined two centuries 
later, after the Moslem con­ 
quest of the Middle East. St. 
Simeon’s church, later trans­ 
formed by the Arbas into a for­ 
tre ss, in only or» of scores of 
Christian 
ruins 
scattered 
around the country.

Ruby, 55, a former night club 
operator, did not appear at the 
pre • trial hearing Friday. He 
has been in jail since the fatal 


shooting of Oswald, named by 
the Warren Commission as the 
assassin of president John F.

If a jury finds Ruby sane, the 
appeals court then would con­

Ruby, 55, a former night club 
operator, did not appear at the 
pre • trial hearing Friday. He 
has been in jail since the fatal 


shooting of Oswald, named by 
the Warren Commission as the 
assassin of president John F . 
Kennedy, in November 1963. 
If a jury finds Ruby sane, the 
appeals court then would con­ 
sider defense arguments that 
his murder trial contained re­

FLAG DAY, JUNE 14 
June 14, 1777 was just another day in a. dreary 
series for the fledgling United States. The war 
did not go well - - i n fact, the British were about 
to invade the colonies from Canada by way of 
Lake Champlain. The war had seen few vic­ 
tories for the Rebels — among them Trenton 
and Princeton - - and those had done little to 
stem the tide. They had only shown that the 
conflict would be bloody if the Americans could 
hold out for any time at all. 
In Philadelphia, the routine was reflected in 
the actions of Congress. There were debts to be 
paid, and there were other sm all m atters that 
needed attention. 
The Congress appropriated money for several 
militia companies, then authorized the Marine 
Committee to do something with colonial ships 
on the Delaware in the event the British appeared 
“ on said riv e r.” 
Then the representatives passed a one sentence 
resolution without explanation or introduction. 
It said: 
“ RESOLVED: that the flag of the United States 
be made of thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white, that the union be thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a new constellation.” 
Congress then suspended Captain John Roach, 
commander of the Ranger, because he was “ of 
doubtful character, * * and gave the captaincy of the 
Ranger to one John Paul Jones. With this and 
other m atters decided, Congress adjourned 
the following day. 
Thus, without fanfare or celebration, the United 
States had adopted a new flag. Due to the con­ 
fusion of the war, the flag was not supplied 
American forces during the Revolution. 
In passing the resolution, Congress intended 
that the Grand Union flag not be used by its 
army. The Grand Union displayed the crosses 
of St. Andrews and St. George and thirteen 
; white and red stripes (the six white striped t 
had been imposed on the red field of the British 
Red Meteor flag). The resolution thus removed 
the stigma of the crosses which had long been 
symbolic of ties with Great Britain. 
In its resolution, Congress created doubts about 
flag design. There were no instructions as to 
the specific arrangement of the stars, or about 
the size of the stars and stripes. As a result, 
seam stresses improvised, at the sacrifice of 
uniformity. 
Many variations of the flag appeared on land and 
sea during the Revolution. None, however, was 
supplied by the government. Congress did not 
, officially supply the army with the true standard 
until 1783, after the Revolution was over, 
c 
One interesting note: John Paul Jones, who was

SILVER COIN MYSTIQUE 
The U. S. Bureau of the Mint has put several 
million of the new 40 per cent silver J. F. K. 
i half dollars into circulation around the country 
in the last month. But initial reports indicate 
that they are disappearing into dresser drawers 
just as rapidly as did the old 90 per cent silver 
coins bearing the likeness of the late President. 
The hoarding appears to be prompted not so 
much by desire for profit as by public expecta­ 
tion that half dollars will remain scarce for the 
foreseeable future. “ People are always collect­ 
ing something,” explains one exasperated Trea­ 
sury official, “ and the J. F. K. half dollar 
has become today’s cartwheel.’* 
In all, the mint struck 450 million of the 90 
per cent silver J. F. K. halves before dwindling 
silver supplies forced a revision of the coinage 
system. These 450 million coins — now tucked 
away in private hoards —represent seven years 
of U. S. silver production. 
During the full year 1966 the mint hopes to 
strike 200 million of the 40 per cent silver 
J. F. K. halves. Although they look, feel and 
sound like the old coins, the debased ones can 
* be identified by the 1965 date on the face (all 
t of the 90 per cent halves are dated 1964). 
Theoretically, the public will find itself flooded 
. with half dollars and decide to unload some of 
r the halves now being hoarded. But many numis- 
- matics doubt that supply ever will equal demand 
f for a coin that has achieved a mystique of its own.

SAYS GOVERNMENT 
SPENDING AFFECTS JOBS, 
PRICES 
On a dollar for dollar basis, 
government spending may have 
greater influence upon jobs and 
the price level than taxes, in the 
opinion of C. Lowell Harriss, 
Tax Foundation's 
Economic 
Consultant. 
"The 
predominant opinion 
among economists," Professor 
H arriss recently told a Con­ 
gressional 
subcommittee, 
"seem s to be that spending has 
more effect per dollar; if so," 
he went on, "putting the brake 
on inflation requires 
fewer 


dollars 
of restraint through 
spending than through the tax­ 
ing route." 
The Columbia economics pro­ 
fesso r 
pointed out to the Sub­ 
committee on Fiscal Policy that 
the nearer the nation's economy 
is to full employment, the less 
its "ability" to "afford" Fed­ 
eral spending. 
He noted that new spending 
program s are being advocated, 
and that the Administration sup­ 
ports expansion of others. "F o r 
some program s," he said, "the 
President has recommended no 
reduction when some contrac­ 
tion might 
be better than tax 
rate increases."

NO APPEAL 
Much has been heard of late 
of the alleged need for new and 
sweeping federal legislation to 
protect the consumer from be­ 
ing robbed and deluded. Tnis, 
apparently, is predicated on the 
belief that American women — 
who do some 75 per cent of all 
consumer buying — are some­ 
what on the nitwitted side and 
can be taken in with the greatest 
of ease.

Mr. Blough, 
it is clear, in his role of fam­ 
ily man, has watched 
women 
at their shopping 
with a keen 
and fascinated eye. He has been 
im pressed by the skill 
and 
knowledge with which they com­ 
pare articles and, 
by a sure 
process of elimination, at last 
fasten upon those which 
best 
meet their wants and offer the 
most 
for the money. 
In his 
words, this shopper " .. . . is 
nobody’s fool; and the power she 
exerts upon American business 
is awesome indeed.’’ For the 
producer and seller of inferior 
or overpriced or otherwise un­ 
desirable wares soon find them­ 
selves without customers. 
Mr. Blough goes on; "So in a 
free market, the consumers de­ 
cide 
what shall be produced, 
how much it is worth, 
what 
quantities 
are needed, 
and 
what businesses 
shall 
grow 
or shrink, succeed or fail. With 
every purchase they make, they 
cast a vote, and there is no ap­ 
peal 
from their collective de­ 
cision." 
The point is that the consumer 
is a policeman of the highest 
competence — or, more ac­ 
curately a policewoman. 
The 
last thing she needs is an army 
of bureaucratic cops to tell her 
what 
she can and cannot buy.

SPECTACULAR 
RECORD 
The long-awaited national sur­ 
vey report of the Federal pow­ 
er Commission, which is de­ 
signed to set out guidelines for 
the 
future development of the 
nation's 
electric 
power in­ 
dustry, 
seems to contain 
no 
surprises. Spokesmen for the 
utilities 
have 
described 
it 
as 
generally 
constructive. 
However, on several points they 
have expressed 
well-founded 
reservations. 
One of these is found in the 
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report’s forecast that by 1980 
the 
industry 
can reduce the 
price of electricity by 27 per 
cent 
because of technological 
advances. 
One 
qualified 
spokesman, in commenting on 
this, pointed out that it does 
not take into consideration the 
possibilities of 
further infla­ 
tion during those coming years. 
This, 
obviously, 
could knock 
any rate forecasts into a cocked 
hat. 
At 
the same time, the con­ 
sumer can be certain that the 
rates will be every bit as low 
as the cost of providing service 
allows. The industry’s 
re­ 
cord in this respect is outstand­ 
ing, 
Over the last 
30 years, 
the cost of living has more than 
doubled — yet in that time the 
price of electricity, 
on the 
average, has been reduced more 
than half. 
The report also stressed the 
need for a higher degree of in­ 
terconnection and coordination 
of power systems. Here, too, 
the investor-owned industry is 
responsible for dramatic pro­ 
gress. Throughout the country, 
integration of companies in this 
regard has been going swiftly 
ahead and all manner of ambi­ 
tious plans are being put into 
effect. 
The result is optimum 
service at minimum cost. 
Finally, 
the report to one 
side, 
the spectacular record 
of the investor-owned utilities 
in 
meeting skyrocketing de­ 
mand with ever-increasing ef­ 
ficiency, 
is the best possible 
assurance that nothing will be 
left undone that needs to be done, 
and that the consumer will con­ 
tinue to get peak value for his 
power dollar.

WASHINGTON — Those who 
sit in on President Johnson's 
infrequent 
and 
unwieldy 
cabinet 
meetings wish 
pri­ 
vately that there could be a re­ 
turn to the old- fashioned days 
when 
cabinet meetings really 
meant something. 
They 
haven't 
meant much 
since the beginning of the Ken- 
nedy administration. JFK sel­ 
dom called the cabinet together, 
instead conferred with two or 
three intimate members. They 
made the decisions. 
Had Kennedy put the Bay of 
Pigs decision up to his cabinet 
instead of keeping them com- 
pletely in the dark about this 
vital decision, it's likely they 
would have dissuaded him from 
making one of the greatest mis­ 
takes of his career. 
Prior to Kennedy, Eisenhower 
held 
deliberate, reasonably 
thorough 
cabinet meetings— 
though they began to deteriorate 
because of illness and his pro­ 
tracted absences. 
Under 
both 
Truman 
and 
Roosevelt, 
cabinet meetings 
could be warm verbal slugging 
matches with a healthy give- 
and-take which resulted in more 
careful decisions. 
Under Lyndon Johnson, how­ 
ever, cabinet meetings, when 
held, include 
various fringe 
officials not actually members 
of the cabinet. The President 
goes round the table asking each 
official present to give a re­ 
port. But there is no general 
discussion of such vital ques­ 
tions as the war in Viet Nam. 
War decisions are made at 
the 
weekly 
White 
House 
luncheon with the President, 
the Secretary of State and Sec­ 
retary of Defense McNamara. 
The rest of the cabinet are not 
consulted. 
GETTING MCNAMARA’S GOAT 
Goats will be included in the 
new 
senate 
bill protecting 
lohorofnrv animals from in­ 


humane treatment, it was de­ 
cided at a closed - door ses­ 
sion of the Senate Commerce 
Committee. 
Not many 
goats are used in 
hospitals, but the army uses 
goats at the Aberdeen proving 
grounds in Maryland to test out 
the effectiveness of artillery 
shells. Goats are tethered on 
the firing range, and tests are 
made to see how close the shells 
must explode to a goat to kill 
It and what the force of the 
explosion must be. 
"The use of goats at Aber­ 
deen is classified,” observed 
Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., refer­ 
ring to the feet that the arm y 
does not want humane societies 
on its neck regarding the killing 
or wounding of goats. 
"I have seen the goats my­ 
self at Aberdeen," remarked 
Sen. Thruston Morton, R-Ky. 
Whether classified or 
not, 
the senate commerce members 
decided to include goats in their 
bill requiring that 
anim als, 
before used in laboratory tests, 
must be treated humanely and 
not penned up for months at a 
tim e in dirty cages. 
L et's put it in the bill and 
get McNamara's goat, was the 
general consensus of the com­ 
merce committee. 
The committee argued brief­ 
ly over whether to permit peo­ 
ple to inspect animals in hos­ 
pital laboratories in order to 
retrieve lost dogs. 
Sen. Maurlne Neuberger, D- 
Ore., whose femily has 
suf­ 
fered from cancer and who feels 
keenly the importance of medi­ 
cal experimentation with ani­ 
m als, 
protested that labora­ 
tories should not be bothered 
with children parading through 
their kennels looking for lost 
dogs. She said they might con­ 
clude that the laboratory quart­ 
ers 
were dirty and cause un­ 
warranted trouble. 
"If someone finds a kennel 


is dirty, it might be a good 
thing to have it reported and 
clean it up," suggested chair­ 
man 
Warren 
Magnuson, 
D-Wash. 
It was finally decided that 
hospital and laboratory ken­ 
nels could be open only to those 
who had legitimately lost dogs; 
not to the curious. 
Note — Senators on the com­ 
merce committee have been de­ 
luged with more mail regard­ 
ing the humane treatment 
of 
animals than received on auto­ 
mobile safety or on truth-in- 
packaging. 


AUTO SAFETY 
It looks as if the 
Senate 
Commerce 
Committee would 
report out 
a tough automobile 
safety bill next Tuesday. 
Senators 
spent 
some time 
arguing behind closed doors last 
week regarding the question of 
how much time should be per­ 
mitted the automobile manu­ 
facturers to perfect and apply 
safety standards in their new 
cars. 
While it was recognized that 
a reasonable period should be 
given Detroit to comply with 
the law, Sen. N orris Cotton, 
R-NJI., raised the question of 
how many lives might be lost 
while the nation was waiting 
for the automobile manufac­ 
turers to put across new cars 
with collision - proof bodies 
and other safeguards. 
Chairman Magnuson finally 
proposed that the law go into 
effect 
"im m ediately" 
in 
regard 
to 17 safety standards 
already 
adopted by the Gen­ 
eral Services Administration in 
purchasing cars for the gov­ 
ernment. 
These are fairly simple stan­ 
dards which can be complied 
with easily. The committee pro­ 
posed that a year be given to 
comply with more far-reaching 
safety standards.

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Labor Leader Warns Whole 
Cities May Stand Still. 
Washington, D. C.: - For 
many a new unionist — most of 
them in their twenties or early 
thirties « 
there 
is nothing 
sacred but the sweet incense 
of affluence. 
As they see it, there are no 
vital services that must 
be 
constantly maintained for the 
public — not hospitals, 
not 
firefignting, nor public nursing, 
nor operation of gas and elec­ 
tric utilities. 
The Atlanta (Ga.) firefight­ 
ers 
strike 
is 
a startling 
sample of the new unionism. 
The firemen there called 
it 
it a mass resignation - but call 
it what you will, it is sympto­ 
matic of a militant mood which 
equates the operation of a hos­ 
pital 
or 
subway 
system 
witn that ot a steel plant 
or 
lumber mill. 
Since the new 
mood 
does 
not recognize any public ser­ 
vice 
as essential, many gov­ 
ernors now are seeking 
the 
perfect labor law •• one which 
would prevent 
strikes by pub­ 
lic employes, but which would 
not politically antagonize their 
unions. 
Obviously it simply is 
not 
enough 
to write 
no - strike 
pledges into the union agree­ 
ments. 
And just as 
obviously, state 
and local officials who regularly 
must fece the electorate think 
not of what they can do for the 
public, but of what the organized 
pressure groups can do to them 
on Election Day. Otherwise, as 
he 
has 
suggested 
by many 
erudite 
l a b o r 
relations 
theorists, there are several 
simple solutions. 
One is the traditional federal 
government policy — and law— 
with which the public 
is 
not 
fam iliar. 
Federal employes must sign 
an affidavit not to 
strike nor 
to join 
unions which do not 
reject 
the right 
to strike 
against 
the government. The 
punishment 
for violation of 
this oath - or at least so says 
the law - can be a year and a 
day in prison. The breaking of 
this 
law is a criminal, 
not 
civil, act, and the full sentence 
deprives the offender of his 
civil rights. 
This 
is 
harsh. 
But much 
harsher is the impact on whole 
cities where the public utility 
and essential 
service work­ 
ers have struck. 
Many an expert believes that 
the solution for city and state 
government lies in new laws 
which punish the unions and the 
union officials — and not the 


rank and file •• for calling illegal 
strikes or 
shutting down vital 
services. 
Not too long ago one of the 
leaders of the strangling New 
York City transit strike was 
asked privately if there would 
have been a subway and bus stop, 
page 
if the courts could have 
fined the labor leaders per­ 
sonally and the union headquart­ 
ers treasury as well. The reply 
was a quick "no!" 


Such a law would be equitable. 
New Yorkers lost hundreds of 
millions of dollars during the 
transit paralysis. And mature 
unions, such as Bill Buck's 
AFL-CIO International Assn. of 
Fire Fighters, not affiliated 
with the independent Atlanta 
union, condemn strikes 
and 
have told me they would never 
leave a city unprotected. 
One national union president, 
crackingly up - to -the-m inute 
aware of the Dorian Graying of 
labor's portrait in many parts 
of the land, told this newsman 
the other day during a discus­ 
sion of the Atlanta fire fight­ 
e rs ' "operation resignation": 
"Our labor movement, sooner 
or later, will have to fece this 
'nothing sacred' development 
head - on or this nation will 
become another chaotic France 
of Italy. Power will be cut off 
a day or two; all trains will stop

the 
nation; 
national 
transit of all sorts will 
be 
immobilized in hit- and • run 
strikes. 


"Whole cities may simply 
stand still. Just look at the 24- 
hour or 48-hour stoppage techni­ 
ques being used over there." 
This labor man - perhaps

SUMMIT 
Will we ever achieve the Great 
Society — assuming 
we can 
even agree on what we mean by 
that term ? 
One observer has 
serious doubts on the matter. 
One-third of the 
American 
economy is now devotedto gov­ 
ernment services, notes Roger 
Freem an, senior staff member 
of the Hoover Institution 
at 
Stanford 
University. 
Since 
World War n, 
the proportion 
of all government spending on 
defense, foreign aid and space 
exploration has fallen steadily 
--from 82 per cent in 1944 to 
30 per cent in 1964. Yet taxes 
have remained high to pay for 
expanded domestic programs. 
"The 
need for ‘free' public 
services 
is like greyhounds 
chasing a mechanical hare," 
says Freeman. "T here is no 
chance of catching up — ever. 
Demand will always be far ahead 
of supply because 
so-called 
standards will be pushed up as 


soon 
as 
performance 
ap­ 
proaches old standards. .There 
is 
no limit to human wants 
and desires." 
It makes a difference, how­ 
ever, in how we satisfy those 
desires. 
Our appetite 
for 
private 
goods 
is disciplined 
by hav­ 
ing 
to pay for them. But 
since 
most government s e r­ 
vices 
are not paid 
for di­ 
rectly, "they seem to come 
‘for free,’ with the cost borne 
by someone else or by that 
distant 
abstraction, the gov­ 
ernm ent." 
The result has been that pub­

for

purposes has risen nearly three

"The Ameri­ 
can people have long been en­ 
gaged in the most effective 
antipoverty program the world 
has ever seen. 
They 
have 
changed the historical d istri­

to the shape or a pear or 
diamond." 
The history lesson for today 
would seem to be that our pres­ 
ent 
national concern — and it 
is a worthy concern — for 
the impoverished population on 
the bottom of the diamond should 
not lead us to forget how the 
great bulge of affluence in the 
middle of the diamond came 
into being.

An Editor’s Outlook

THE UNEASY "PEACE" 
THE way I have it figured out 
on the back of an envelope, on 
June 3, a week ago Friday, an 
interesting date in modern his­ 
tory passed completely 
un­ 
noticed. 
Between 
November 11,1918 
which 
marked the arm istice 
ending World War I, 
and 
September 1, 1939, 
when Hit­ 
le r 
declared war on Poland, 
a total of 7,598 days elapsed. 
And between August 14, 1945, 
when the Japs unofficially threw 
in the towel, 
and June 3 just 
passed, there was another per­ 
iod of 7,598 days. 
I deny that I carry the dimen­ 
sions of the Pyramid of Cheops 
around in my wallet, and I have 
no faith whatsoever in numero­ 
logy. But it 
is interesting to 
compare the equal periods 
of 
"peace" 
after the two great 
wars. 
BOTH calms were, of course, 
broken by storms of 
varying 
degrees of violence. 
For the first 
13 years after 
the Kaiser’s fold-up the world 
was, indeed, relatively calm. 
There was 
a little 
Greek- 
Turkish trouble and a perpetual 
civil war in China, 
but m il­ 
lions still fondly imagined that 
the Washington Naval Treaty, 
the Kellogg-Briand 
pact 
and 
the League 
of Nations 
had 
eliminated 
for all time 
the 
threat of another holocaust. 
But after 1931 
the wallpaper 
began peeling off. In that year, 
the Japs invaded Manchuria. In 
'33 Hitler became chancellor 
and the 
next year 
he 
en­ 
gineered 
the assassination of 
Dolfuss, his counterpart 
in 
Austria. 
In ’35 
the League 
of Nations collapsed, 
for all 
practical 
purposes, when 
it 
couldn't 
bring itself to block 
Mussolini's 
takeover 
of 
Ethiopia. From then on, every­ 
body felt the rising wind. 
STILL, in the years between 
1918 
and 1939, the map of the 
world had changed little. The 
old imperial Ixiwers -- B rit­ 
ain, France, the Netherlands - 
had held on to their real estate 
abroad. The Soviet Union had 
passed Into ruthless one-man 
rule, but the forces of 
that 
tyranny were turned inward, 
not outward. 
What had basically 
changed, 
however, was the relative con­ 
dition of Britain and France 
compared to Germany and J a ­ 
pan. While the first two, pale 
from bloodletting, were deter­ 
mined to have peace at almost 
any price, and while the French, 
who physically confronted the 
Germans, were 
wracked by 
political 
chaos and cynicism, 


Hitler succeeded in inflaming a 
whole new German generation 
with dreams of triumph and re ­ 
venge. 
The Japs, unhurt in the 1914- 
18 war, saw in the waning B rit­ 
ish power, particularly 
after 
Dunkirk, 
a chance to 
whip 
together a 
new empire be­ 
fore the inevitable opposition 
of the USA could be marshalled. 
WHAT has happened in the last 
7,600 days? 
We had no period 
of relative calm. Stalin moved 
swiftly to isolate Berlin 
and 
impose 
Communism by Soviet 
m ilitary power on eight Euro­ 
pean nations. 
Only 
the M ar­ 
shall Plan and the quick form a­ 
tion of the NATO alliance dis­ 
appointed his hope for a 
Red 
take-over of all Europe. Mao 
threw out Chiang and fomented 
the Korean War. The drive to 
topple all Latin American gov­ 
ernments from a Cuban 
base 
continues. 
But the 
great fact has been 
the collapse of the European 
em pires. 
The 
breakup began 
in 1947 
with the departure of 
India and Pakistan, followed 
two years later by Indonesia's 
split from the Netherlands. The 
process is now all but complete. 
Since World War n more na­ 
tions 
have been born 
than 
originally signed 
the United 
Nations charter. Many of these 
are 
desperately poor tribal 
states with sketchy traditions 
and little knowledge. 
The old 
Imposed disciplines are gone, 
and native governments 
must 
be harsh or unstable. It is an 
age of revolution. 
WHETHER, if there had not 
been the 
apparently ideologi­ 
cal, 
but more probably geo­ 
political, split between Mos­ 
cow and Peking, the world would 
have seen by now an open ag­ 
gression 
by Communist forces 
in the Hitler manner is ques­ 
tionable. 
The hydrogen bomb 
is a sobering thing. 
But 
the attack has certainly 
been more subtle — the fir­ 
ing 
of 
flaming arrow s at 
thatched huts all over 
the 
world to make 
Uncle Sam's 
volunteer 
fire 
department 
run itself to a frazzle. 
Yet, 
internally, 
things have 
not gone well for the Commun­ 
ists 
in any country they con­ 
trol. The time of alibis for a 
faulty ideology 
doesn't run 
forever, and the old-line Com­ 
munist leadership 
is torn be­ 
tween the necessity for funda­ 
mental changes or 
dramatic 
victories abroad. 
A Communist theoretician dies 
hard. 
So 
the 
wind is wising once 
again.

FLAG DAY, JUNE 14 
June 14, 1777 was just another day in a. dreary 
series for the fledgling United States. The war 
did not go well — in fact, the British were about 
to invade the colonies from Canada by way of 
Lake Champlain. The war had seen few vic­ 
tories for the Rebels — among them Trenton 
and Princeton — and those had done little to 
stem the tide. They had only shown that the 
conflict would be bloody if the Americans could 
hold out for any time at all. 
In Philadelphia, the routine was reflected in 
the actions of Congress. There were debts to be 
paid, and there were other small matters that 
needed attention. 
The Congress appropriated money for several 
militia companies, then authorized the Marine 
Committee to do something with colonial ships 
on the Delaware in the event the British appeared 
“ on said river.'* 
Then the representatives passed a one sentence 
resolution without explanation or introduction. 
It said: 
“RESOLVED: that the flag of the United States 
be made of thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white, that the union be thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a new constellation.** 
Congress then suspended Captain John Roach, 
commander of the Ranger, because he was “of 
doubtful character,** and gave the captaincy of the 
Ranger to one John Paul Jones. With this and 
other matters decided, Congress adjourned 
the following day. 
Thus, without fanfare or celebration, the United 
States had adopted a new flag. Due to the con­ 
fusion of the war, the flag was not supplied 
American forces during the Revolution. 
In passing the resolution, Congress intended 
that the Grand Union flag not be used by its 
army. The Grand Union displayed the crosses 
of St. Andrews and St. George and thirteen 
white and red stripes (the six white stripe^ t 
had been imposed on the red field of the British 
Red Meteor flag). The resolution thus removed 
the stigma of the crosses which had long been 
symbolic of ties with Great Britain. 
In its resolution, Congress created doubts about 
flag design. There were no instructions as to 
the specific arrangement of the stars, or about 
the size of the stars and stripes. As a result, 
seam stresses improvised, at the sacrifice of 
uniformity. 
Many variations of the flag appeared on land and 
sea during the Revolution. None, however, was 
supplied by the government. Congress did not 
officially supply the army with the true standard 
until 1783, after the Revolution was over. 
One interesting note: John Paul Jones, who was 
given command of the Ranger the same day the 
flag resolution was passed, flew a version of the 
Stars and Stripes when his Ranger defeated the 
Drake on April 24, 1778.

SILVER COIN MYSTIQUE 
The U. S. Bureau of the Mint has put several 
million of the new 40 per cent silver J. F. K. 
half dollars into circulation around the country 
in the last month. But initial reports indicate 
that they are disappearing into dresser drawers 
just as rapidly as did the old 90 per cent silver 
coins bearing the likeness of the late President. 
The hoarding appears to be prompted not so 
much by desire for profit as by public expecta­ 
tion that half dollars will remain scarce for the 
foreseeable future. “ People are always collect­ 
ing something,’* explains one exasperated Trea­ 
sury official, “ and the J. F. K. half dollar 
has become today’s cartwheel.** 
In all, the mint struck 450 million of the 90 
per cent silver J. F. K. halves before dwindling 
silver supplies forced a revision of the coinage 
system. These 450 million coins — now tucked 
away in private hoards — represent seven years 
of U. S. silver production. 
During the full year 1966 the mint hopes to 
strike 200 million of the 40 per cent silver 
J. F. K. halves. Although they look, feel and 
sound like the old coins, the debased ones can 
be identified by the 1965 date on the face (all 
of the 90 per cent halves are dated 1964). 
Theoretically, the public will find itself flooded 
. with half dollars and decide to unload some of 
r the halves now being hoarded. But many numis­ 
matics doubt that supply ever will equal demand 
r for a coin that has achieved a mystique of its own.

SAYS GOVERNMENT 
SPENDING AFFECTS JOBS, 
PRICES 
On a dollar for dollar basis, 
government spending may have 
greater influence upon Jobs and 
the price level than taxes, in the 
opinion of C. Lowell Harriss, 
Tax Foundation's 
Economic 
Consultant. 
"The 
predominant opinion 
among economists," Professor 
Harriss recently told a Con­ 
gressional 
subcommittee, 
"seem s to be that spending has 
more effect per dollar; if so," 
he went on, "putting the brake 
on inflation requires 
fewer 


dollars of restraint through 
spending than through the tax­ 
ing route." 
The Columbia economics pro­ 
fessor pointed out to the Sub­ 
committee on Fiscal Policy that 
the nearer the nation's economy 
is to full employment, the less 
its "ability" to "afford" Fed­ 
eral spending. 
He noted that new spending 
programs are being advocated, 
and that the Administration sup­ 
ports expansion of others. "For 
some programs," he said, "the 
President has recommended no 
reduction when some contrac­ 
tion might be better than tax 
rate increases."

NO APPEAL 
Much has been heard of late 
of the alleged need for new and 
sweeping federal legislation to 
protect the consumer from be­ 
ing robbed and deluded. This, 
apparently, is predicated on the 
belief that American women 
who do some 75 per cent of all 
consumer buying — are some­ 
what on the nitwitted side and 
can be taken in with the greatest 
of ease. 
In this connection, something 
said by Roger Slough, chairman 
of United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion, is of interest. Mr. Blough, 
it is clear, in his role of fam­ 
ily man, has watched women 
at their shopping with a keen 
and fascinated eye. He has been 
impressed by the skill 
and 
knowledge with which they com­ 
pare articles and, 
by a sure 
process of elimination, at last 
fasten upon those which 
best 
meet their wants and offer the 
most 
for the money. 
In his 
words, this shopper " .. . . is 
nobody's fool; and the power she 
exerts upon American business 
is awesome indeed." For the 
producer and seller of inferior 
or overpriced or otherwise un­ 
desirable wares soon find them­ 
selves without customers. 
Mr. Blough goes on; "So in a 
free market, the consumers de­ 
cide 
what shall be produced, 
how much it is worth, 
what 
quantities 
are needed, 
and 
what businesses 
shall grow 
or shrink, succeed or fail. With 
every purchase they make, they 
cast a vote, and there is no ap­ 
peal from their collective de­ 
cision." 
The point is that the consumer 
is a policeman of the highest 
competence — or, more ac­ 
curately a policewoman. 
The 
last thing she needs is an army 
of bureaucratic cops to tell her 
what she can and cannot buy.

A 
SPECTACULAR 
RECORD 
The long-awaited national sur­ 
vey report of the Federal Pow­ 
er Commission, which is de­ 
signed to set out guidelines for 
the 
future development of the 
nation's 
electric 
power in­ 
dustry, 
seems to contain no 
surprises. Spokesmen for the 
utilities 
have 
described it 
as 
generally 
constructive. 
However, on several points they 
have expressed 
well-founded 
reservations. 
One of these is found in the 
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report’s forecast that by 1980 
the 
industry can reduce the 
price of electricity by 27 per 
cent because of technological 
advances. 
One 
qualified 
spokesman, in commenting on 
this, pointed out that it does 
not take into consideration the 
possibilities of further infla­ 
tion during those coming years. 
This, obviously, 
could knock 
any rate forecasts Into a cocked 
hat. 
At 
the same time, the con­ 
sumer can be certain that the 
rates will be every bit as low 
as the cost of providing service 
allows. The industry's 
re­ 
cord in this respect is outstand­ 
ing, 
Over the last 
30 years, 
the cost of living has more than 
doubled — yet in that time the 
price of electricity, 
on the 
average, has been reduced more 
than half, 
The report also stressed the 
need for a higher degree of in­ 
terconnection and coordination 
of power systems. Here, too, 
the investor-owned industry is 
responsible for dramatic pro­ 
gress. Throughout the country, 
integration of companies in this 
regard has been going swiftly 
ahead and all manner of ambi­ 
tious plans are being put into 
effect. 
The result is optimum 
service at minimum cost. 
Finally, 
the report to one 
side, the spectacular record 
of the investor-owned utilities 
in meeting skyrocketing de­ 
mand with ever-increasing ef­ 
ficiency, 
is the best possible 
assurance that nothing will be 
left undone that needs to be done, 
and that the consumer will con­ 
tinue to get peak value for his 
power dollar.

War decisions are made at

luncheon with the President, 
the Secretary of State and Sec­ 
retary of Defense McNamara. 
The rest of the cabinet are not 
consulted. 
GETTING MONA MARA'S GOAT 
Goats will be included in the 
new 
senate 
bill protecting 
i-ihnro*m»y animals from In­ 


humane treatment, it was de­ 
cided at a closed • door ses­ 
sion of the Senate Commerce 
Committee. 
Not many goats are used in 
hospitals, but the army uses 
goats at the Aberdeen proving 
grounds in Maryland to test out 
the effectiveness of artillery 
shells. Goats are tethered on 
the firing range, and tests are 
made to see how close the shells 
must explode to a goat to kill 
it and what the force of the 
explosion must be. 
"The use of goats at Aber­ 
deen is classified,” observed 
Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., refer­ 
ring to the filet that the army 
does not want humane societies 
on its neck regarding the killing 
or wounding of goats. 
"I have seen the goats my­ 
self at Aberdeen," remarked 
Sen, Thruston Morton, R*Ky. 
Whether classified or 
not, 
the senate commerce members 
decided to include goats In their 
bill requiring that 
animals, 
before used in laboratory tests, 
must be treated humanely and 
not penned up for months at a 
time in dirty cages.

She said they might con­ 
clude trust the laboratory quart­ 
ers were dirty and cause un* 
I ruute<I ti uuble.

is that of survival and allevia­ 
tion of pain and suffering. This

Unfortunately, when It comes 
to doing something 
about the 
tragic problem of fire in the 
home, most people seem to feel 
that 
the 
responsibility falls 
elsewhere — with the fire ser­ 
vice, 
insurance 
companies, 
schools or other civic groups. 
This is fallacious and danger­ 
ous, To cite a parallel example, 
we have seen what can happen to 
law enforcement when 
the 
citizenry begins to feel that this, 
too, is a problem for special 
agencies rather than the general 
public. 
The Institute for Home Fire 
Safety, a non-profit organiza­ 


tion doing 
research on fire 
safety communications, 
esti­ 
mates that approximately 1,- 
800,000 
Americans were in­ 
jured and close to 12,000 killed 
In fires last year, most of which 
originated in the home. The 
problem, says the Institute, is 
due fundamentally to lack of 
awareness of the facts on how 
fires start and spread, and lack 
of knowledge about techniques 
and methods which would save 
lives. 
Every community has its opin­ 
ion 
makers 
and leaders. We 
feel strongly that the time is 
here for these people to step 
forward and take an active part 
in the fight against the fire dan­ 
ger. 
This transcends mere lipser­ 
vice given during some spec­ 
ial "week." We mean active, 
direct, particpation in worth­ 
while efforts to attack a stag­ 
gering national problem.

It looks as lf the 
Senate 
Commerce 
Committee would 
report out a tough automobile 
safety bill next Tuesday. 
Senators spent 
some time 
arguing behind closed doors last 
week regarding the question of 
how much time should be per* 
mitted the automobile maim* 
facturers to perfect and apply 
safety standards in their new 
cars. 
While it was recognized that 
a reasonable period should be 
given Detroit to comply with 
the law, Sen. Norris Cotton, 
R*NJi., raised the question of 
how many lives might be lost 
while the nation was waiting 
for the automobile manufac* 
turers to put across new cars 
with collision • proof bodies 
and other safeguards. 
Chairman Magnuson finally 
proposed that the law go into 
effect 
"immediately” 
in 
regard to 17 safety standards 
already 
adopted by the Gen­ 
eral Services Administration in 
purchasing cars for the gov* 
ernment. 
These are fairly simple stan* 
dards which can be complied 
with easily.

Labor Leader Warns Whole 
Cities May Stand Still. 
Washington, D. C J — For 
many a new unionist •• most of 
them in their twenties or early 
thirties - 
there is nothing 
sacred but the sweet incense 
of affluence. 
As they see it, there are no 
vital services that must 
be 
constantly maintained for the 
public •• not hospitals, 
not 
firefignting, nor public nursing, 
nor operation of gas and elec* 
trie utilities. 
Tile Atlanta (Ga.) firefight­ 
ers 
strike 
is a startling 
sample of the new unionism. 
The firemen there called 
it 
it a mass resignation • but call 
it what you will, it is sympto* 
matic of a militant mood which 
equates the operation of a bos* 
pltal 
or 
subway 
system 
wun that of a steel plant 
or 
lumber mill. 
Since the new 
mood 
does 
not recognize any public ser­ 
vice 
as essential, many gov* 
emors now are seeking 
the 
perfect labor law •• one which 
would prevent 
strikes by pub­ 
lic employes, but which would 
not politically antagonize their 
unions. 
Obviously it simply is 
not 
enough 
to write no * strike 
pledges into the union agree* 
ments. 
And Just as obviously, state 
and local officials who regularly 
must face the electorate think 
not of what they can do for the 
public, but of what the organized 
pressure groups can do to them 
on Election Day. Otherwise, as 
he 
has 
suggested by many 
erudite 
l a b o r 
relations 
theorists, there are several 
simple solutions. 
One is the traditional federal 
government policy •• and law*. 
with which the public 
is 
not 
familiar. 
Federal employes must sign 
an affidavit not to strike nor 
to Join unions which do not 
reject 
the right 
to strike 
against 
the government. The 
punishment 
for violation of 
this oath •* or at least so says 
the law *• can be a year and a 
day in prison. The breaking of 
this 
law is a criminal, 
not 
civil, act, and the full sentence 
deprives the offender of his 
civil rights. 
This 
is 
harsh. 
But much 
harsher is the impact on whole 
cities where the public utility 
and essential 
service work* 
ers have struck. 
Many an expert believes that 
the solution tor city and state 
government lies in new laws 
which punish the unions and the 
union officials •• and not the 


soon 
as performance 
ap­ 
proaches old standards. .There 
is 
no limit to human wants 
and desires." 
It makes a difference, how­ 
ever, in how we satisfy those 
desires. 
Our appetite 
for 
private 
goods 
is disciplined by hav­ 
ing 
to pay for them. But 
since 
most government se r­ 
vices 
are not paid 
for di­ 
rectly, "they seem to come 
‘for free,' with the cost borne 
by someone else or by that 
distant 
abstraction, the gov­ 
ernment." 
The result has been that pub­ 
lic 
spending 
for 
civilian 
purposes has risen nearly three 
times as fast as personal spend­ 
ing 
in the past decade -- 173 
per cent as against 
66 per 
cent. 
The abolition of poverty is a 
noble idea, but not a new one, 
says Freeman. "The Ameri­ 
can people have long been en­ 
gaged in the most effective 
antipoverty program the world 
has ever seen. 
They 
have 
changed the historical distri­ 
bution of income from a pyra­ 
mid 
to the shape or a pear or 
diamond." 
The history lesson for today 
would seem to be that our pres­ 
ent 
national concern -- and it 
is a worthy concern — for 
the impoverished population on 
the bottom of the diamond should 
not lead us to forget how the 
great bulge of affluence in the 
middle of the diamond came 
into being.

governors who go along, not nee* 
esse rily with the national labor 
movement, but with the

whipped up by local unions. 
Ttie "politicos” , 
said he, 
cater to 
the locals 
in fear 
of losing votes, lf these authorl* 
ties would stand their ground, 
they’d find 
themselves get* 
ting the cooperation of most 
national labor leaders. 
"Tile city fathers and 
the 
governors had better make a 
stand," said he "or the mili­ 
tants will drive off us moderates. 
Then, one 
morning,

THE UNEASY "PEACE" 
THE way I have it figured out 
on the back of an envelope, on 
June 3, a week ago Friday, an 
interesting date in modern his­ 
tory passed completely 
un­ 
noticed. 
Between 
November ll, 1918 
which 
marked the armistice 
ending World War I, 
and 
September I, 1939, 
when Hit­ 
ler 
declared war on Poland, 
a total of 7,598 days elapsed. 
And between August 14, 1945, 
when the Japs unofficially threw 
in the towel, and June 3 Just 
passed, there was another per­ 
iod of 7,598 days. 
I deny that I carry the dimen­ 
sions of the Pyramid of Cheops 
around in my wallet, and I have 
no faith whatsoever in numero­ 
logy. But it 
is interesting to 
compare the equal periods of 
"peace" 
after the two great 
wars. 
BOTH calms were, of course, 
broken by storms of varying 
degrees of violence. 
For the first 13 years after 
the Kaiser’s fold-up the world 
was, Indeed, relatively calm. 
There was 
a little 
Greek- 
Turkish trouble and a perpetual 
civil war in China, but mil­ 
lions still fondly imagined that 
the Washington Naval Treaty, 
the Kellogg-Brland pact 
and 
the League 
of Nations 
had 
eliminated 
for all time the 
threat of another holocaust. 
But after 1931 the wallpaper 
began peeling off. In that year, 
the Japs invaded Manchuria. In 
*33 Hitler became chancellor 
and the 
next year 
he en­ 
gineered the assassination of 
Dolfuss, his counterpart 
in 
Austria. 
In '35 
the League 
of Nations collapsed, 
for all 
practical 
purposes, when 
it 
couldn't 
bring Itself to block 
Mussolini's 
takeover 
of 
Ethiopia. From then on, every­ 
body felt the rising wind. 
STILL, in the years between 
1918 
and 1939, the map of the 
world had changed little. The 
old imperial powers -- Brit­ 
ain, France, the Netherlands - 
had held on to their real estate 
abroad. The Soviet Union had 
passed into ruthless one-man 
rule, but the forces of 
that 
tyranny were turned inward, 
not outward. 
What had basically changed, 
however, was the relative con­ 
dition of Britain and France 
compared to Germany and Ja ­ 
pan. While the first two, pale 
from bloodletting, were deter­ 
mined to have peace at almost 
any price, and while the French, 
who physically confronted the 
Germans, were 
wracked by 
political 
chaos and cynicism, 


Hitler succeeded in inflaming a 
whole new German generation 
with dreams of triumph and re ­ 
venge. 
The Japs, unhurt in the 1914- 
18 war, saw in the waning Brit­ 
ish power, particularly 
after 
Dunkirk, 
a chance to 
whip 
together a 
new empire be­ 
fore the inevitable opposition 
of the USA could be marshalled. 
WHAT has happened in the last 
7,600 days? We had no period 
of relative calm. Stalin moved 
swiftly to isolate Berlin and 
impose 
Communism by Soviet 
military power on eight Euro­ 
pean nations. 
Only the Mar­ 
shall Plan and the quick forma­ 
tion of the NATO alliance dis­ 
appointed his hope for a 
Red 
take-over of all Europe. Mao 
threw out Chlang and fomented 
the Korean War. The drive to 
topple all Latin American gov­ 
ernments from a Cuban base 
continues. 
But the 
great fact has been 
the collapse of the European 
empires. The breakup began 
in 1947 with the departure of 
India and Pakistan, followed 
two years later by Indonesia's 
split from the Netherlands. The 
process is now all tnit complete. 
Since World War II more na­ 
tions 
have been born 
than 
originally signed 
the United 
Nations charter. Many of these 
are 
desperately poor tribal 
states with sketchy traditions 
and little knowledge. 
The old 
imposed disciplines are gone, 
and native governments 
must 
be harsh or unstable. It is an 
age of revolution. 
WHETHER, if there had not 
been the apparently ideologi­ 
cal, 
but more probably geo­ 
political, split between Mos­ 
cow and Peking, the world would 
have seen by now an open ag­ 
gression by Communist forces 
in the Hitler manner is ques­ 
tionable. 
The hydrogen bomb 
is a sobering thing. 
But the attack has certainly 
been more subtle — the fir­ 
ing 
of flaming arrows at 
thatched huts all over 
the 
world to make 
Uncle Sam's 
volunteer 
fire 
department 
run itself to a frazzle. 
Yet, 
internally, 
things have 
not gone well for the Commun­ 
ists in any country they im * 
trol. The time of alibis for a 
faulty ideology 
doesn’t run 
forever, and the old-line Com­ 
munist leadership is torn be­ 
tween the necessity for funda­ 
mental changes or 
dramatic 
victories abroad. 
A Communist theoretician dies 
hard. 
So 
the 
wind is cising once 
again.

Un­ 
fortunately 
these questions 
cannot lie answered with 100% 
accuracy 
because it is 
ex­ 
trem ely difficult to tell how 
much plant 
food Is left within 
the root zone of the plants. 
We 
must rely on past 
ex­ 
perience, the looks of the crop 
and research conducted where 
extremely 
heavy irrigations 
were applied 
trying to deter­ 
mine how much excessive m ois­ 
ture will reduce the available 
Nitrogen. 
A 
combination 
of 
these 
results indicate that on 
most soils the Nitrogen 
loss 
has lieen heavy. 
Tissue tests 
conducted 
to determine 
the 
N itrate level 
in the growing 
plant also indicates 
that e a r ­ 
ly 
corn plants 
are picking 
up very little Nitrogen. All 
of these factors 
would seem 
to indicate the importance of 
applying additional Nitrogen for 
corn if you expect 
the best 
yield possible. 
If the decision is made 
to 
apply additional Nitrogen, this 
should tie done 
as soon 
as 
possible. 
After corn reaches 
the point 
where serious 
de­ 
ficiency show up on 
the plant 
it may be too late to

The use of D. M. A. or D. S. 
M 
A. 
(arsenicals) as post­ 
em ergence 
sprays for weed 
control in cotton is quite com­ 
mon this year. These chemicals 
are quite effective in control- 
ing weeds which were not killed 
by 
preemergence chemicals. 
Unlike other chemicals the ar­ 
senical herbicides do not dis­ 
integrate 
and therefore their 
use must be restricted to not 
more than two applications. Al­ 
so, the use of D. M. A. or D. S. 
M. A. must be discontinued at 
bloom stage in cotton. This is 
to insure that some of the ar­ 
senic does not show up in the 
cotton seed at harvest time. 
The practice of using shallow 
cultivation in cotton is doubly 
important this year. Much of the 
cotton will only have the shallow 
feeder roots since the taproots 
were removed by seedling d is­ 
eases. The fewer feeder roots 
cut by cultivation the better cot­ 
ton yield can be expected. 
Last year 
spider mites ap­ 
peared in cotton at an early 
date (mid June). This same situ­ 
ation could occur again. Where 
spider 
mites are discovered 
early in spots around the edge 
of the field they can be elim in­ 
ated cheaply before they spread 
over the field. The material 
to use is 
Ethion 
or carbo- 
phenothion --.375 pounds actual 
chemical per acre as a spray 
on the under side of the cotton 
leaves.

Sailboating “In” 
For Hayti Pastor 


Alan King 


SOMETHING NEW HAS been 
added to the activities this sea­ 
son at the 
Triangle Boating 
Club, located on a chute that 
opens into the M ississippi River 
east 
of Hayti 
and north of 
C aruthersville. 
This is sail- 
boating as introduced by the 
Rev. Ronald Unser, pastor of 
the Hayti Methodist Church, 
mentioned briefly in this column 
a couple of weeks ago. 


The m inister is a full scale 
sailboating fan, linding the sport 
quite relaxing from his pastoral 
duties. He

day he tried it out in the T ri­ 
angle Boating Club chute - - 
while this w riter watched safe­ 
ly from the bank. Haring be­ 
come accustom ed to seeing only 
power boats in the chute over 
the years, it was refreshing to 
see a sailboat actually being 
sailed there.- We 
have seen 
other sailboats there, but they 
were being towed in transit to 
other points up or down the riv- 
er and were pulled in at the 
boat club m arine so the boats 
pulling them could gas up. 


The R^v. Unser is proud of 
his new craft which he designed 
himself, doing m ost of the con­ 
struction work. It is a cata­ 
maran (twin hull) type, 18 feet 
long and eight feet wide. 
F irst, he and u friend, Ron 
Touchette, constructed a mold 
for the hull design before he 
came to Hayti. This mold was 
then used to produce six fiber­ 
glass hulls, enough for three 
boats. The Rev. Unser brought 
two of them with him to Hayti, 


completing construction of the 
craft in spare time since then. 
Plywood was used for the deck­ 
ing over the hulls, which also 
was covered with fiberglass. 
The hulls contain styrafoam to 
make the boat virtually unsink- 
able. 
A 
26-foot 
aluminum alloy 
m ast, hinged so that it can be 
taken down easily and stowed 
for 
land transport, carries 
some 250 square feet of dacron 
sail m aterial — a jib and main­ 
sail. The hulls have 15-inch 
dagger boards extending into the 
water for stability, and each hull 
has a rudder, both linked to­ 
gether and controllable from 
any position in the rea r of the 
boat’s cockpit. 
Two people are required to sail 
the craft, since both sails and 
the 
rudders must be manipu­ 
lated according to the direction 
and amount of the wind and the 
direction the boat is heading. 
Who is the m inister’s first 
mate in this work? Why M rs. 
Unser, of course, who is taking 
up sailing for the first time this 
season. In observing the try­ 
out of the boat the other after­ 
noon, it seem ed to me that M rs. 
Unser appeared to be quite busy 
handling the sails while her hus­ 
band, 
handling the rudders, 
seemed to be taking it easy. 
I mentioned this to Mr. Un­ 
ser later and he said that it 
was true — 
the first mate 
always had more work to do in 
sailing the boat than the helm s­ 
man because he (or she) has to 
m ove back an 1 forth from each 
side of the boat to work the 
sails. 
Tiie craft will carry four per­ 
sons, but in racing only two are 
aboard. It is so constructed that, 
if necessary, a small outboard 
motor may be atiaclied to the 
transom between the two hulls, 
for use in propelling the craft 
if the wind dies, or for use 
as a safety device in the main 
channel of the ri/e r where the 
current is strong.

Take Over 
Cathedral

While tourists flock to see the 
ancient churches of Europe, the 
first great cathedral of C hris­ 
tendom stands in ruins on a 
Syrian hilltop, inhabited only by 
lizards. Hawks wheel overhead. 
“ This was the greatest build­ 
ing in the C hristian world 1,500 
years ago,” says the Syrian 
guide, clam bering among the 
toppled stones of the Church of 
St. Limeon the Stylite. “ But a l­ 
most nobody com es here now.” 
The massive church was built 
in the 5th century to commemo­ 
rate a fanatic monk who span 
37 years perched atop a pillar, 
attracting pilgrim s from the 
corners of the ancient world and 
Influencing the affairs of the 
Roman Em pire. 
After a lifetim e lashed by 
howling desert winds, parched 
by the searing sum m er sun, an-' 
frozen by the numbing winter-- 
of north Syria, Simeon die*- 
preaching for his 66-foot-high 
column in 459 A.D. 
The stump of the column sill 
stands on the hilltop about 30 
miles from Aleppo, ringed by- 
eight arches and the cathedral 
ruins which church expert Jules 
Roy calls “ a work completely 
without parallel in the whole 
history of architecture.” 
The cathedral’s sheer size and 
classic beauty of design made It 
an outstanding landm ark In the 
days when much of Europe was 
prim itive and pagan, but Syria 
was prospering in C hristian 
splendor. 
To the fervent believers of the 
time, the tales of Simeon’s vir­ 
tues were a sensation. Pilgrims 
came from lands as remote as 
Britain and Spain to hear the 
sermons of the shepherd boy 
who 
became 
a 
monk, who 
prayed for 40 days everv vear 
bricked up In a cell without 
food or water, who burled him­ 
self to the neck In sand for 
days at a time to mortify his 
flesh, who chained him self to a 
rock or wore a spiked girdle

washed, wild-eved and half­ 
blind from the sun, bowing in 
prayer more than 1,200 tim es a 
day, Simeon became the most 
famous holy man in the Middle 
E ast, the basin of Christianity. 
Pilgrim s sought his advice, 
church leaders dizzily climbed 
60 feet up a ladder for his bless­ 
ing, and ofiicials of the Roman 
Em pire consulted him on affairs 
of state. 
When he died, his body was 
lowered from the p illar’s cap- 
so small that he had never been 
able to lie at full length for 37 
years - and taken to Antioch in 
a gigantic procession of church 
leaders, the head of the eastern ' 
Roman Em pire, and 6,000 Ro­ 
man Legionnaries. 
Pilgrim s continued to flock to 
the pillar, however, 
and 
17 
years after his death the church 
was built, together with m onas­ 
te rie s and hostels to accom m o­ 
date the hordes of visitors. 
The great Christian cities of 
Syria declined two centuries 
la te r, after the Moslem con­ 
quest of the Middle E ast. St. 
Simeon’s church, later tra n s­ 
formed by the Arbas into a fo r­ 
tre s s , in only one of scores of 
Christian 
ruins 
scattered 
around the country.
